REENTERED  SERIES  OF  1882  PLATES 

As  they  had  done  on  Series  of  1875  plates,  the  BEP  reentered  several 
Series  of  1 882  plates  that  were  denoted  by  the  placement  of  a small  star  near 
the  upper  plate  position  letter.  Such  Series  of  1882  starred  plates  can  be 
found  in  all  three  plate  combinations.  As  previously  mentioned  in  Part  Ten 
of  this  series,  Peter  Huntoon  discovered  much  of  the  correspondence  and 
reports  on  this  subject,  dated  between  1878  and  1896,  from  the  Chief  of  the 
BEP  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency.  The  documents  indicated  that  the 
BEP  reentered  various  plates  and  placed  small  stars  on  them  for  the  purpose 
of  identifying  the  notes  produced  from  the  repaired  plates.  A comprehensive 
listing  of  such  reports  can  be  found  in  Huntoon’s  United  States  Large  Size 
National  Bank  Notes  published  in  1995. 
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1.  A Senes  of  1882  $ 10  Brown  Back  note  of  Charter  2730  from  the  reentered 
second  Series  of  1882  10-10-10-20  plate . Notice  the  small  star  near  the  upper 
left  italicized  “D”  plate  position  letter.  The  first  10-10-10-20  plate  for  this 
hank  was  also  reentered. 
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I have  observed  the  reentering  stars  on  Senes  of  1882  $5  notes,  with 
the  upper  right  plate  letter  at  either  the  “inner”  or  “outer”  locations.  I have 
also  observed  these  stars  on  the  less  common  Series  of  1882  $10  and  $20 
notes  with  either  the  regular  or  italicized  plate  letters.  $50  and  $100  notes 
with  these  stars  are  rarely  encountered.

3.  A Series  of  1882  55  Brown  Back  note  from  Charter  646  (above)  bearing  the 
reentering  star  near  the  right  plate  position  letter  “B”  at  the  inner  location, 
and  a $5  Brown  Back  note  from  Charter  341  (below)  bearing  the  star  near  the 
right  plate  position  letter  “G”  at  the  outer  location.  Notice,  both  stars  are  to 
the  right  of  the  plate  position  letter.

HIDDEN  STARS  ON  SERIES  OF  1882  NOTES 

On  some  Series  of  1882  $10  and  $20  notes,  there  are  small,  almost 
hidden,  stars  in  or  near  the  border  design.  On  the  $10  notes  these  five- 
pointed  stars  have  hollow  centers  and  appear  near  the  lower  left  comer  of  the 
face.  Solid  stars  appear  on  the  face  of  $20  notes,  in  the  upper  right  border 
design.  These  “hidden  stars”  are  not  found  on  any  of  the  earlier  issues  of  the 
Series  of  1882  Brown  Backs.  Recent  research  of  the  proof  sheets  has 
revealed  that  these  “hidden  stars”  are  on  all  observed  sheets  with  $10  and 
$20  notes,  approved  after  April  19,  1900.  Although  I have  only  examined  a 
fraction  of  the  Series  of  1882  Smithsonian  proof  sheets  with  $10  and  $20 
notes,  all  sheets  observed  with  approval  dates  of  April  12,  1900  or  earlier,  do 
not  bear  any  “hidden  stars.” 
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5.  The  bottom  half  of  the  Series  of  1882  10-10-10-20  proof  sheet  for  Charter  2668, 
approved  for  use  on  April  12,  1900,  which  does  not  bear  any  “ hidden  stars.  ” 


6.  Close-ups  of  the  “ hidden  stars  ” that  car i be 
found  on  some  Series  of  1882  $10  and  $20  notes. 
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7.  Tfte  bottom  half  of  the  Series  of  1882  10-10-10-20  proof  sheet  for  Charter  2996, 
approved  for  use  on  April  19,  1900,  which  bears  the  “hidden  stars.  ” 

On  Brown  Backs  printed  with  regional  letters  between  1902  and 
1908,  “hidden  stars'’  appear  on  about  half  of  the  notes  observed.  On  Series 
of  1882  S 1 0 and  S20  Date  Backs  and  Value  Backs,  these  stars  are  almost 
always  present.  I have  observed  some  Date  Backs  without  these  stars.  I have 
never  detected  “hidden  stars”  on  any  Series  of  1882  $5,  $50,  or  $100  notes, 
and  I do  not  believe  that  they  appear  on  these  denominations.  I am  not 
aware  of  any  convincing  explanation  or  theory  for  the  presence  of  the 
“hidden  stars”  on  the  $10  and  $20  denominations.  One  unconfirmed 
explanation  is  that  the  stars  were  used  to  signify  use  of  a new  master  of  the 
border  design  or  some  other  feature  on  these  notes.  1 have  not  observed  any 
“hidden  stars”  on  Series  of  1875  notes,  including  those  from  plates  prepared 
after  April  1900.

This  224  page  book  is  a high  quality  glossy  paper 
production.  1100  copies  were  printed  by  Taggart 
Printing  Co.  of  West  Chester,  PA.

The  remainder  of  the  book 
covers  notes  issued  by  the  government  of  Bermuda 
from  1914  through  1970  and  by  the  Bermuda  Monetary 
Authority  from  1975  through  1999.
